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UGI shuts oft gas for the week

Sixteen area industries will 
wait today for a call from 
Philadelphia Electric Co., un­ 
certain if they will be able to 
pipe more natural gas into their 
plants. 
Three hundred twenty five 
workers in plants serviced by 
PE were laid off Friday, as gas 
in pipelines was reduced to a 
trickle. 
Three industries serviced by 
UGI Corp. were told Sunday the 
gas isn't coming. The abstinence 
imposed by UGI over the frigid 


four-day weekend should con­ 
tinue through Feb. 7. 
Richard Smith, vice president 
of Eastern Foundry, said of­ 
ficials will decide later today if 
the continuing abstinence or­ 
dered by UGI will mean some of 
its 260 workers will be laid off for 
the week. 
Eastern Foundry is closed 
today, a decision made last 
Friday by company officials to 
conserve gas. 
Smith said UGI called him at 
home Sunday with the request 
not to use any natural gas until 
Feb. 7. 


“We won't know until later 
Monday how many we will have 
to lay off and how we will 
operate,” said Smith. 
Eastern depends on natural 
gas in its pipe and fitting 
departments. 
Kawecki-Berylco 
Industries 
suspended the jobs of 69 em­ 
ployes over the four-day freeze- 
out. 
Al 
Zaborowski, 
plant 
manager, said the layoffs will 
last “until the emergency is 
over,” an emergency made a 
week longer with the UGI order 
Sunday. 
Glen Linder man, public in­ 


formation officer with UGI, said 
Sunday the request to keep 
pipelines for natural gas closed 
seven more days is only for the 
largest customers, and would 
include only three in the area. 
Six industries in the area had 
been told by UGI Friday to keep 
gas use to a minimum over the 
four-day weekend ending today. 
Birdsboro Corp., the third 
major UGI customer in the 
area,

The corporation is using other 
kinds of fuel, and would not feel 


the crisis in Its work force or 
production schedule unless the 
shortage lasted beyond four 
weeks. 
Stanley G. Flagg Co. will not 
know until later today if the 65 
workers laid off for the four-day

return,

Kenneth Shaner, vice president, 
“We expected to call back the 
work force, but it will depend on 
the call from PE and whether 
we can get more natural gas and 
propane," he said.

switch to a four-day work week 
of 10 hours each day, saying it’s 
more energy efficient. 
At the Pennsylvania turbine 
plant and in a wide-ranging 
conversation with reporters on 
his return trip to Washington, 
Carter said he wants authority 
to take natural gas away from 
industries 
that employ

persons and make non-crucial 
products and allocate it to in­

He promised a comprehensive 
energy policy by April 20. He 
said would telephone and meet 
with Congressional committee 
chairmen later in the day and 
M ond ay to d iscuss amendments, 
if any seem advisable, to his 
emergency energy legislation 
before Congress.

¡Several thin garments are 
better than one heavy garment, 
because of the insulating: value 
of warm air layers between the 
lothing items, he added. 


A physician cautioned that 
alcohol can actually be harmful 
to people In a cold-weather 
emergency, even though a form 
of alcohol Is Indispensible for 
car radiators. 
Liquor dilates 
the 
blood 
vessels of the skin and thus 
increase the loss of budy heat, 
the physiologist noted. 
Even if a person feels a flush 
of heat on the first gulp, the long­ 
term effect can lower his ¡body 
temperature. 
Instead of drinking liquor, 
people exposed to cold should 
eat more than they normally do 
so the body can produce more 
heat from all those calories that 
usually 
make people 
more 
energetic. 
If fingers and toes turn pale or 
become 
numb, 
watch 
for 
frostbite, the doctor advised, 
Circulation can be improved 
by flapping one’s arms, rubbing 
hands, or stomping the feet, 
If hands and feet are placed in 
water, it should he warm, not 


hot, to prevent damage to skin 
tissues, he added. 
A moisturizer, such as a dab of 
vaseline, can prevent cracking 
of the tips by keeping the 
moisture in. It should also he 
applied to exposed noses and 
cneeks, said a dermatologist, 
Motorists

be r o m e 
stranded in a blizzard should 
first try to get their cars off the 
road: as far as possible to 
minimize hazards. 
They should remain in their 
cars unless they know a warm, 
shelter is nearby, auto experts 
suggested. 
The car heater should be on 
with the motor running, making 
sure the window is open a little 
for ventilation, thus preventing 
carbon monoxide poisoning, 
M¡ake sure the exhaust pipe is 
not blocked by a snowbank. 
If more than one person is in 
the car, snuggle up and take 
turns sleeping, and victims of a 
blizzard may escape freezing to 
death.

Editorial: 
Blue laws 


In 1794 there were laws in this 
country governing the sale of slaves. 
It was also a time when horse ihieves 
were hanged, and women still were 
more than a century away from being 
allowed to vote. 
It was also the year Pennsylvania’s 
Blue Laws were put into effect, These 
sam e laws, revised slightly * down 
through the years, are the one still 
abided by in many parts of this 
commonwealth. 
Gov. Shapp this week called for a 
repeal of these archaic laws. “ They 
date from a different time and place 
in our history,’’ he said. 
Some of the restrictions which have 
been repealed throughout the years 
are actually humorous. 
But 
still 
many of the restrictions on the books 
are outdated, and in most instances 
not enforced. 
For instance, why should stores in 
Pottstown be allowed to stay open on 
a Sunday before Christmas, when 
shops in the Norco Mall can’t? 
Hundreds of examples such as these 
can be recorded every weekend. 
The law, obeyed in only 19 of the 
state’s 67 counties, is expected to be 
acted on by Spring in the legislature. 
Opposition to the repeal will come 
from staunch religious groups whose 
beliefs 
prohibit these 
type 
tran­ 
sactions on Sunday. But they needn’t 
be concerned. If the law is repealed 
they need only to follow the dictates 
of their own conscience. 
Our entire mode of living has 
changed. Saturday work is no longer 
an oddity. Sunday often is the only 
day of the week when families can 
shop together. If our current Blue 
Laws were enforced to the letter, 
most businesses and industries in the 
state would go out of business. 
We hope legislators have the good 
sense to wipe these ancient, and no 
longer feasible laws out of our hair. 
It’s time Pennsylvania .joined the 
1970’s and quit living in the 1790’s.

am endm ents to the original law 
and court decisions, not one 
basic change has taken into 
account the changing role of 
w om en 
in

economy. 
Not 
one 
amendment 
has 
focused 
on 
the 
fundamental 
shifts that have occurred in U.S. 
f a m 11 y 
re la ti on s h i p s 
a n d 
lifestyles. 
Not one law or court decision 
has challenged the stereotypes 
which the framers of Social 
Security law built into the law 
b e c a u se 
those 
w ere 
the 
stereotypes 
in 
which 
they 
believed. 
Of course, giving the depen­ 
dents of women workers the full 
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rights enjoyed by the depen­ 
dents 
of 
male 
w orkers 
is 
desirable and long,long overdue 
But much more fundamental is 
the need to recognise that you — 
the American woman of 1977 — 
do not fit neatly into either the 
category of lifelong housewife or 
lifelong earner. 


An overwhelming 90 per cent 
of all women work outside the 
home for pay during at least 
some part of their lives. More 
than 45 per cent — almost half — 
of our paid workforce today 
consists of women. A full 60 per 
cent of all women working for 
pay are married and are half of 
a working couple.

th e 
1940 
cen su s 
(following 
the enactment of 
Social Security legislation), the 
proportion of women in every 
age group in the work force has 
soared,. Among women 35 to 44. 


it has doubled; among middle- 
aged women 45 to 64, it has 
jumped 2 V* times;

A housewife’s services for her

codification — that is, proposed

Center's television station 


provides daily information

A new television station 
has taken over channel seven 
in Pottstown. 
But the viewers’ option, 
known as station WELL, is 
only available to a selected 
group of people — patients in 
the 
Pottstown 
M emorial 
Medical Center ( PM MC). 
The feature available on 
all television sets in patients’ 
rooms at the medical center 
is one of the first of its kind 
on the East Coast, according 
to 
Albert 
Pollick, 
PMMC 
president. 
The closed circuit system 
provides the patient with a 
wealth of information, not 
only 
about 
the 
m edical 
center, but also about his 
health. 
Station WELL is on the air 
from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. each 
day. 
Special 
broadcasts 
begin at 10 a.m., 1, 4, and 8 
p.m. and are approximately 
40 minutes in length con­ 
sisting 
of 
two 
20-minute 
programs. 
In-between, 
information 
cards 
about 
the 
medical 
center are flashed on the 
screen. The patient can learn 
any number of facts about 


discharge procedures, meal 
times, menus, or services 
offered 
by 
switching 
to 
c h a n n el 
se v e n 
on 
h is 
television. 
Pollick said reaction from 
the patients has been very 
favorable so far. And doctors 
and nurses say they are 
looking forward to the healih 
information 
broadcasts 
to 
supplement their own ex­ 
planations to patients. 
For example, one of the 
programs deals with the low 
sodium diet, and doctors who 
prescribe such a diet can ask 
their patients to watch the 
show 
for 
a 
better 
un­ 
derstanding. 
The scheduled programs 
change each day of the week, 
according to Pollick. Topics 
include “ T Am Joe’s Heart,” 
“ When Your Infant is 111 or 
Crying, What You Can Do,” 
“ Baby Care,” “I Am Joe’s 
Spine.” 
And, “The X-ray Story,” 
“ Breath 
of 
Life,” 
“ Em­ 
physema — the Facts,” and 
“ How 
to 
Avoid 
M uscle 
Strain.” 
Although 
the 
m edical 
center has a limited number 
of 
topics 
now 
and 
must 
repeat the same series each 


week, Pollick said they hope 
to expand 
and get 
more 
videotapes. 
Within the next few weeks, 
the medical center expects to 
receive 
a 
custom -m ade 
program 
about 
PMMC. 
“This is Your Hospital” will 
include facts about health 
-core in general, but will 
feature interviews with staff 
of the local center. 


Cables for the system were 
installed when the medical 
center was built and the 
closed circuit system is part 
of 
the 
contract 
for 
the 
television service. 


In addition to broadcasting 
video tapes, the system is 
cap ab le 
of 
reproducing 
programs on health care or 
broadcasting live programs, 
such as a holiday church 
service in the medical center 
chapel. 


“ We anticipate different 
and 
varied 
u ses,” 
said 
Pollick. The system does not 
cost the patient anything or 
r e p la c e 
a n y 
o th e r 
in­ 
formation 
offered 
at 
the 
center. 
“ It’s just an added way of 
com m unicating 
w i th 
o u r 
patients,” said Pollick.

They also are wondering if the 
realistic portrayal of slavery in 
which blacks are casually and 
deliberately dehum anized and 
brutalized

whites, 
will 
rekindle a 
quasidorm ant bit­ 
terness and resentment in the 
black race. 
An 
area 
businessm an 
who 
w ants to rem ain 
anonym ous 
said 
“ 1 think 
the book 
has 
opened up a delicate and sen­ 
s itiv e 
situ a tio n 
th a t 
w ill 
probably 
cause

em ­ 
barrassm ent on both the black 
and white sides. But it has paved 
the way for a much needed, long 
overdue discussion.” 
An educator praised the ac­ 
ting role of the captain of the 
slave boat whose performance 
portrays the “conscience of the 
people” which was the impetus 
for the ending of slavery in 
United States. 
Those interviewed said they 
found no objection to the nudity, 
m ost of which occurred during 
scenes showing life in Africa and 
believe the producers handled 
those scenes appropriately.

Cold weather causes high unemployment in building trades 


PHILADELPHIA (API — The 
natural gas crisis is not the only 
job 
killer 
in 
weatherweary 
Philadelphia. The cold itself is 
keeping thousands out of work. 
The construction workforce 
here is down about 30 per cent 
and the number of longshore 
gangs working the port also is 
down by about 30 per cent. 
“ Never in my lifetime have 1 
encountered 
a 
situation 
like 
this,” 
said 
Edward 
Toohey. 
president of the Philadelphia 
AFL-CIO. “ I never remember it 
being so cold for such a long 
periodo! time." 
Those most seriously affected 
by 
subfreezing 
tem peratures 


have been construction workers, 
with most bridge and highway 
work halted and general con­ 
struction sharply curtailed. 
During a normal January, 
about 40 per cent of the 80.000 
m em bers 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO'* 
Buildings and Trades Union are 
on the job. That's been cut to 
eight to 10 per cent this year, the 
council said. 
Most construction work being 
done is in buildings enclosed 
before the cold wave struck 
about three weeks ago, and 
contractors at some of those 
sites 
report 
trouble 
keeping 
inside tem peratures bearable. 
On the waterfront, the number 


of ships reaching the port has 
dropped to about seven a day, 
half the arrival rate for a nor­ 
mal January.

Wilmington, D el, generally is

State Supreme Court Friday 
upheld:

Liquor Control board and a cut- 
rate beer distributing chain. 
'The case, which dates to 197,2, 
has been the source of public 
charges of political favoritism; 
by Gov. Shapp’s administration 
and of private talk about the 
influence of organized crime in 
state government. 
The decision leaves the beer 
chain—Brewers’ Outlets, for­ 
merly Thrifty Beverage—free to 
continue adding to its string of 
more than 30 distributors now 
operating 
in eastern 
Penn­ 
sylvania. Its beer sells for as 
much as $1 a case cheaper than 
beer in other stores. The Penn­ 
sylvania Tavern 
Association, 
which fought the case, because 
its m;embers see Thrifty as 
unfair competition, said it would 
most likely go back to court... 
The unsigned Supreme Court, 
majority decision was based on 
a technicality—that the case 
should, have been appealed to 
Lancaster County Court where it 
originated, rather than 'being 
a ppea led 
to Com m on wea 1th 
Court. 
Ju.st.iees Benjamin Jones and 
Samuel Roberts concurred, with 
the majority but on different 
grounds—that 
the 
Tavern 
Association had no standing to 
appeal. Justice Louis Manderi.no 
dissented on. grounds that the 
association didn't prove its. case. 
The legal action began in 1.972 
when Alexander Jaffurs, the 
LCB chief counsel, accused 
three1 distributors 'in. Lancaster 
County — Elemar Inc., Garrett 
Hill Beverage Co. Inc.., and 
Railsplitter Inc.—of being part 
of a chain, illegal under the 
liquor control code They were 
ordered to' stop doing business 
until the common control was 
severed. The three' outlets and 
their management company, 
General Programming, went to 
court in Lancaster County and 
eventually lost. 
In the meantime, Jaffurs, the 
moving force behind the case 
was fired by Gov. Shapp on 
grounds he was incompetent. 
Jaffurs accused Sen. Mazzei. of 
engineering the dismissal. A 
friend of Mazzei’s then got 
Jaffurs" job and worked out a 
deal with the distributors to let 
them stay in business. 
The Tavern Association got

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Mystery disease 
'Crib Death' gives no warning

LOS ANGELES — At 10 p.m., 
Alan Butler, four and a half 
months old, was tucked Into bed. 
Then his parents, Islay, 30, 
and 
Rick, 
32, 
went 
back 
downstairs to join their hosts. 
The Butlers were spending the 
evening at a neighbor's house in 
nearby Torrance. The neigh­ 
bors' aunt was upstairs reading 
and the other children were 
asleep in adjacent rooms. 
At 
1:15 a.m., the 
Butlers 
prepared 
to go home. 
Rick 
Butler climbed the stairs to get 
his son. He found the infant 
dead. 
Alan Butler was the victim of 
"crib death," or sudden infant 
death syndrome. 
It is a still mysterious disease 
which claims the lives of 8,000 to 
10,000 babies each year in the 
United States, according to the 
National Foundation for Sudden

Jimmy Stewart: 


His voice is key to fabled career

HOLLYWOOD — Vocally 
sometimes, James Stewart is 
mistaken for impressionist Rich 
Little. Stewart is a 1908 native of 
Indiana, Pa., but his drawl is 
g e o g r a p h i c a l l y 
u n ­ 
c h a ra c te ristic . Even so, 
Stewart's voice has stood him in 
good stead during nearly a half- 
century stage and movie career 
in which audiences and in­ 
terviewers have been finishing 
sentences for him. 
Recently Stewart spent a 
week on the location of 
Universa l’s 11 Airport ’77” in 
which he plays a wealthy art 
patron. 
“Bill Frye (the producer) — I 
think it was the first of the 
summer — said he was going to 
do this and he said he had a part 
for me,” Stewart said in an 
interview. “I read it and said, 
‘Fine.’ 
“It’s a high action. Sort of on 
the same mold as ‘Earthquake’ 
and ‘Towering Inferno.’ That's 
nothing new in movies. ‘San 
Francisco* was the same, you 
remember. I think Sam Gold- 
wyn did one before that called 
‘Hurricane.’ 
“They are popular in the same 
way that Westerns are popular. 


Their degree of popularity has 
its ups and downs but they have 
been popular the last five or six 
years. Westerns have had a 
steady popularlity almost since 
movies began. " 
Stewart, who began playing 
shy, slow-speaking honest 
heroes, entered Westerns via 
“Destry Rides Again” (1939) 
and again in 1950 in “Winchester 
73” and “Broken Arrow.” 
His p erso n al favorite 
Westerns are “The Man From 
Laramie”1 and "Far Country,” 
both 1955. He has performed for 
directors now recognized as 
American movies’ greatest — 
Frank Capra, John Ford and 
Alfred Hitchcock, 
"The whole experience with 
Ford — that’s a privilege I'm 
sorry everyone didn’t have a 
chance to experience.” Stewart 
said. “He was one of the greats. 
You learned so much from him. 
You learned about the whole 
idea of the motion picture. 
“I think the reason was that he 
had a very definite and obvious 
love for the movies. One of the 
reasons actors loved him was 
that he was prepared at all 
times. There never was any 
sense of his not knowing what to 
do next or being concerned 
about a scene. He was on top of 


everything. 
"Ford didn’t care much for 
the spoken word. 
“Any time he got a chance, 
he’d tear a page out of the script 
and say, ‘Let's see it without 
that page.’ Nine times out of 10 it 
was much better without the 
page. I agreed with it but I never 
noticed any other directors 
doing it. 
“Ford liked to keep actors in 
the dark just a little bit as to 
what was going to happen next, 
although he and his crew were 
completely prepared. Actors 
just weren’t exactly certain 
what was going to happen next. 1 
think this is responsible for 
some of the spontaneity in 
Ford’s films. I call it a planned 
improvisation. 
“I think, subconsciously or 
maybe consciously, Ford did it 
to ease the thing so the lines you 
said didn’t sound like lines. They 
sounded like conversations in 
real life. You know you don’t 
have everything down pat in a 
conversation. 
“A lot of people sound like 
they do but that’s because 
they’re talking all the time and 
nobody else has a chance to say 
anything,” Stewart said with a 
laugh of experience. 
"Capra was different from 


Ford in many ways and in many 
ways the same, as was Hit­ 
chcock. Hitchcock didn't like 
words, either. Hitchcock wanted 
the medium to be used the way I 
think it should be used, that is, to 
tell a story visually. 
"Use the spoken word when 
necessary but don’t use it to tell 
'your story exclusively. Then 
you’re misusing the medium 
which is a picture on a screen. 
The spoken word is the theater. 
Actors come on and they tell you 
the story. Movies let motion tell 
the story. 
“If the visual part is left out or 
d i s t o r i e d by c a m e r a 
movements, zooms, snap cuts, 
too many dissolves and 
everything, then you’re not 
using the medium right. 
“Capra was able to move 
actors and get scenes and pull 
emotion out of a scene about as 
well as anyone I ever ->aw. And 
with no tricks. I made a movie 
for him that is my top personal 
favorite, ‘It’s a Wonderful Life.’ 
I didn't know it was Capra’s 
favorite until I read his book 
< **The Na me Above the Title”). 
"Capra got the idea from a 
Christmas card somebody sent 
him with the sort of theme that 
everyone is good for something 
on this earth.”

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Plainspoken actor Richard Harris reveals his hates

HOLLYWOOD — Once upon 
a time, the sun never set upon 
the British empire. Nor upon 
English gentlemen either. 
They were quite likely to pack 
a dinner jacket in their duffle 
bags while on their way to 
civilize the world for king and 
country. 
They have had their coun­ 
terparts to portray them In the 
British theater and cinema — 
soft-spoken acto rs who 
rem.ai.ned gentlemen no matter 
how vindictive their charac­ 
ters might become. 
Names spring to mind, such 
as Noel Coward, Laurence 
Olivier, Leslie Howard and, 
recently, Dirk Bogarde and 
Laurence Harvey. Then, as the 
sun began to set upon the 
British empire, new voices 
were heard. 
They were the post-World 
War II “Angry Young Men.” 
led by playwright John 
Osborne and critic Kenneth 


Tynan, who spoke for the 
working class and “kitchen- 
sink drama.” 
New names came to the fore, 
such as Alan Bates. Riqjiard 
Burton. Albert Finney, 
Terence Stamp and Richard 
Harris. They were less gen­ 
tlemanly, less old school and 
less inclined to bring drawing­ 
room manners to the theater 
and screen. 
Harris, today’s subject, was 
born in Limerick, Ireland, Oct. 
I, 1930. This Irish actor from 
the British theater first 
became widely known in the 
United States in a filmed kit­ 
chen-sink drama, "This 
Sporting Life,” even thugh his 
previous films had included 
“The Long, the Short and the 
T a ll,” “ The Guns of 
Navarone” and the 1962 
remake of "Mutiny on the 
Bounty.” 
In 1963’s “This Sporting 
Life,” Harris played a tortured 
rugby player having domestic 
problems with Rachel Roberts. 
Uneasy associations with 


directors* Michelangelo An­ 
tonioni and Sam Peckinpah 
followed in “The Red Desert” 
and “Major Dundee.” 
Since then Harris has played 
g e n tle r ch a ra cters in 
"Camelot,” “The Snow Goose” 
and “Echoes of a Summer.” 
But it is his image as the 
rugged John Morgan in “A 
Man Called Horse” that is 
most prevalent. 
As a sort of latter-day 
Tarzan, Morgan lived and 
suffered with American In­ 
dians. Recently he was back in 
"The Return, of a Man Called 
.Horse," co-starring Gale 
Sondergaard. And Harris still 
is plainspoken to the point of 
being unacceptable in a 
drawing room where no evil is 
seen, heard of spoken. 
"Come on, interview me,” 
Harris challenges press 
visitors. “I’ll tell you what 
actors I hate.” One is ex­ 
pecting names but gets types. 
“What I hate is egotistical 
power plays For example, just 
before I went down on location, 


I was in the Beverly Hills 
Hotel, and I met this actor, a 
very big star. 
“He invited me for a drink 
and against my better 
judgment, I accepted. Right 
off, he starts bemoaning about 
a whole career of commercial 
parts, how his last picture, 
which grossed some $10 
million, was trash. He said he 
did it. because his wife needed 
money to feel secure. 
“ I had to leave at that 
moment," Harris continued. 
“ He had wanted to be rich, 
wanted people to recognize 
him behind the sunglasses on 
the street. He’s gotten what he 
wanted. Now in his 40s, he’s 
complaining about never 
having played Hamlet, and 
blaming everyone except 
himself, even his wife. 
“ I hate that kind of 
dishonesty. I have no desire to 
be worth $20 million. I wasn’t 
raised that way. 
“As long as I can live 
comfortably, I don’t care about 
the rest.” 


'Harris has been living 
comfortably in the Bahamas 
where he has a home. But even 
there he does not remain the 
quiet-spoken gentleman. He 
wrote a letter to an editor 
about his support of Ireland’s 
right to free itself of British 
rule just as the British prime 
minister visited the Bahamas. 
“It wasn’t an emotional 
diatribe,” Harris said, “but an 
objective statement on the 
British governm ent’s un­ 
w illingness to stop the 
slaughter in Northern Ireland, 
except on their own terms. 
“Apparently it caused a stir 
because when Queen Elizabeth 
was due for a visit, the 
Bahamian prime minister 
politely asked me to leave the 
island — for awhile. He told me 
how bloody lovely it was 
having me reside there and all. 
but would I please get lost for 
awhile — take a holiday or 
something. 
“I told him I, was leaving 
anyway to film ‘Return of a 
Man Called Horse’ in Mexico.” 


Harris, who usually portrays 
rebels and has acted the part in 
real life, said his own bouts 
with the devil have quieted to a 
small roar. 
“I’ve calmed down, gave up 
drinking, and have absolutely 
no vices left except smoking 
three or four packs of 
cigarettes a day — oh, and 
politics,” Harris said. 
Harris does not inflict his 
political opinions upon his sons 
by an earlier marriage. 
“ My sons are half English,” 
Harris explained. “They think 
the IRA (Irish Republican 
Army ) is a band of cutthroats. 
I’ve always held strongly that 
children should be free to form 
their own judgments, but I find 
myself wanting to indoctrinate 
them to my way of thinking on 
the situation in Ireland. 
"But they were born and 
raised in England, they go to 
school there, their friends, 
mother and grandparents live 
there. I’d be terribly selfish to 
tear them away from that,” 
Harris concluded.

Cliff Robertson: 


Tripie threat star enjoys variety

HOLLYWOOD — The man in 
the dark blue suit loosened his 
blue polka-dot tie. then the top 
button of his white shirt. He 
slouched back in the chair, 
tapping his fingers restlessly on 
the table before him. 
Glancing around, actor Cliff 
Robertson was at it again. 
. He was acting, pretending 
that he's still the newspaperman 
he once was, still In search of the 
big story, still the hard-bitten, 
h e a v y - d r i n k i n g , q u e s 11 n g 
reporter about whom all the 
plays are written. 
And then he relaxed and 
talked about his marriage to 
actress Dina Merrill, their 8- 
year-old daughter, Heather, 
their apartment in New York 
and the beachfront adobe house 
in La Jolla, Calif., and his new 
movie “Obsession." 
Chameleon-like, Robertson 
projects the part that he is 
participating in at the moment. 
Now reporter, now editor, now 
actor, now Robertson. He also is 
an observant man withgray 
streaks in his hair who later 
talks about “Hollywood types.” 
The fact that he’s made 33 


movies, from portraying John 
F Kennedy in “PT 109" to 
winning an Oscar for “Charly,” 
a film he wrote, directed and 
believed in forseven years 
before production, doesn't seem 
to apply. 
“Now I’m what they call a 
‘hyphen,’ awriter-director- 
actor. 
“It works, because when 
you're writing a film, you’re 
living with it, you can’t stop 
living with it. And then if you're 
a director, you lead your actors 
into the mind of the writer,” 
Robertson said in an interview. 
For an actor to develop as a 
director-writer, Robertson said, 
m e a n s developing “ the 
technical third eye,” which he 
managed to do by shooting a 
television tape right alongside 
the movie film, then editing and 
redoing scenes as necessary. 
"Ideally, the filmmaker needs 
the objective eye. because he's 
now representing the people. 
The ultimate critic is the film 
audience. 
"You know,” he said, settling 
back in his chair, “life seem* to 
be a series of plateaus. Aft<. 1 
had been acting about live 
years, 1 knew it all. 
"Then after 15 years, I knew I 


had to say, ‘Wait a minute, you 
don’t know this or that.’ 
“Now, after 20 years. I’m 
convinced I know nothing. But 
the young sophomoric actor has 
all the answers.” 
He doesn't need to get away to 
relax from filmmaking, 
Robertson said — although he 
does enjoy tennis — because 
“being intensely involved in 
something you love is a form of 
inner peace.” He does like to 
visit different parts of America. 
“ I get thinking ‘let's 
evaluate,’ and then I like to go to 
Kansas or some other region 
and see what’s going on. 
Sometimes that's scouting for 
movie locations, but not always. 
"I’m a pilot and fly my own 
plane. I have this business of 
renting old airplanes to movies 
and television for commercials, 
for example. 
"I have four old biplanes, 
English and French, and a 
World War II Spitfire Mark 9. 
and a Messerschmitt-108 which I 
keep at Santa Paula. Calif. 
“ But I fly a Beechcraft Baron. 
I used to balloon, but when I 
married Dina 10 years ago I 
gave up ballooning I also threw 
away my little black book. 
"My wife and 1 have worked 


together six or seven times and 
I’ve written a role for her in a 
screenplay I'm working on. But 
1 hope it won't take as long as 
•Charly.” 
He believed in that film, for 
which he won an Academy* 
Award, for seven years before 
getting it produced, Robertson 
said. "I believed that it was an 
unusual, human and com­ 
passionate story, a story that 
needed to be told. It gave me 
great personal gratification.” 
Avoiding what he calls 
“dystrophy of the head” is one 
of his main projects in 
Holly wood, Robertson said, and 
he feels that he's a prívate 
person as well as an actor. 
"I like to walk around in 
casual clothes and meld Into the 
crowd. Of course, you can do 
that easier in New York than in 
Hollywood.

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Stockton's familiarity sinks Jimbo's ship
